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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ennerdale  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945. 

The  general  statistics  for  the  year  compare  favourably 
with  those  of  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  were  24  fewer,  the  rate  dropping  by  0.6  per 
thousand  to  11.6,  which  is  only  0.2  higher  than  for  the  country 
as  a whole  and  i.i  less  than  for  the  County  of  Cumberland. 
The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  reached  the  remarkably  low  figure 
of  39  per  1,000  live  births — 15  better  than  the  previous  best 
for  the  District — / better  than  the  figure  for  the  country  as  a 
whole — and  10  better  than  the  figure  for  the  County. 

The  overall  position  with  regard  to  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  showed  some  slight  improvement,  the  total 
deaths  being  six  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  Rate 
0.2  less,  but  the  disquieting  feature  is  that  the  deaths  of  women 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  w'ere  higher. 

With  regard  to  other  notifiable  diseases,  the  position  was 
again  very  satisfactory.  There  was  a wide-spread  epidemic 
of  Measles  but  apart  from  that  the  District  was  remarkably  free 
from  infection,  and  the  only  death  attributed  to  diseases  of  an 
epidemic  nature  was  one  from  Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

I do  not  think  any  other  matters  call  for  special  comment 
at  this  stage. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr,  Brown  and  the  members 
of  the  Sanitary  Stall  for  their  loyal  support  and  assistance,  to 
the  Officials  of  other  Departments  for  their  willing  help  and 
co-operation  in  every  way,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  consideration.

The  nett  deaths  for  the  District  after  making  adjustments 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  i.e.,  after  adding  the  number 
of  residents  who  died  outside  the  District  but  were  normally 
resident  in  the  District,  and  deducting  those  who  died  in  the 
District  but  w^ere  normally  resident  outside,  numbered  300— 
15 1 male  and  149  female — a decrease  of  24  compared  wuth  the 
number  for  the  previous  year. 


This  gives  a Death  Rate  of  11.6  as  compared  with  12.2 
for  the  previous  year,  a decrease  of  0.6,  whereas  the  rate  for 
the  country  as  a whole  showed  a decrease  of  0.2. 


The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and 
Circulatory  System  100,  Cancer  36,  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis, 
and  other  Respiratory  Diseases  33,  and  Tuberculosis  28.

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  ot  age  numbered 
18 — 10  male  and  8 female.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  of  39,  which  is  15  lower  than  the  best  rate  ever  previously 
recorded. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Prematurity  and  Congenital 
Defects  which  together  accounted  for  10  deaths,  and  Bronchitis 
and  Pneumonia  together  for  5.  Nine,  or  50%  of  the  deaths 
took  place  within  the  neo-natal  period,  i.e.,  within  one  month 
of  birth.  The  mortality  rate  for  male  children  was  42  and  tor 
female  children  36.

B. — General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 


I.  — Public  Health  Officers. 

A list  of  these,  as  at  the  end  of  the  year,  is  given  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Report. 

Dr.  J.  L.  Hunter,  Deputy  Medical  Officer,  resumed  duty 
on  the  ist  February,  after  service  in  the  Forces,  and  Dr.  G. 
W.  Elder,  who  had  been  acting  as  temporary  assistant,  ceased 
to  be  emplo3/ed  at  the  end  of  that  month. 

Consequent  upon  the  changes  due  to  the  Education  Act, 
Dr.  Hunter  became  transferred  to  the  County  as  from  ist  April. 

II.  — General  Health  Services. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report. 

C. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Sanitary  matters  are  dealt  with  fully  in  a report  by  Mr. 
Brown,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  printed  as  an 
appendix,  and  there  is  no  matter  which  calls  for  special 
comment. 


D. — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over, 
Infectious  Diseases. 

I. — Notifiable  Disease,  other  than  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  other  than 
Tuberculosis,  notified  during  1945,  are  shown  by  age, 
admission  to  hospital,  and  deaths,  in  the  accompanying  Table :

Scarlet  Fever. 

Eighteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
3/ear,  of  whom  one  was  admitted  to  hospital.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria. 

Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  whom  were 
removed  to  hospital.  Actually  8 cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital  as  Diphtheria  or  suspected  Diphtheria,  and  the 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  5 cases.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis. 

Immunisation  of  children  in  the  area  has  been  carried  out 
under  local  arrangements  since  1936. 


Now  that  re-arrangement  of  duties  has  taken  place  con- 
sequent upon  the  Education  Act,  the  County  as  Child  Welfare 
Authority  and  Education  Authority,  carries  out  the  actual 
immunisation  but  the  recording  and  the  rendering  of  the 
Ministry's  returns  still  remains  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

During  1945,  a total  of  323  new  immunisations  were 
completed — 283  in  the  0-5  years-of-age  group,  37  in  the  5-15 
years-of-age  group,  and  3 outside  these  groups. 

In  addition,  17  children  were  re-immunised,  as  re- 
immunisation has  now  been  made  available  for  children,  who 
have  been  immunised  in  infancy  and  are  now  beginning  school, 
and  for  older  children  whose  immunisation  was  done  more 
than  four  years  ago. 


The  total  number  of  children  immunised  since  the  scheme 

began  in  1936,  has  now  reached  the  total  of  7,024  and  these 

are  shown  by  ages  at  the  time  of  their  original  immunisation 
in  the  accompanying  Table.

{a)  0-5  years  of  age. 

The  number  ot  children  in  the  age-groups  1941-1945 
inclusive  who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1945, 
and  of  whom  the  Local  Authority  has  details,  was  908.  The 
Registrar-General  has  supplied  a figure  of  2,420  for  these 
groups,  which  gives  a percentage  of  39,  which  is  slightly  better 
than  the  figure  of  36  for  1944,  but  which  is  still  only  about 
half  what  is  necessary  to  confer  effective  protection  to  the  pre- 
school population.  Immunisation  is  given  free  at  the  County 
Welfare  Clinics  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  parents 
are  still  so  apathetic  as  to  neglect  this  most  vital  protection. 

(b)  5-15  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-groups  1931-1940 
inclusive  who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1945, 
of  whom  the  Local  Authority  has  details  was  4,058.  For  this 
group  the  Registrar-General  has  supplied  a figure  of  4,560 
which  gives  a percentage  of  89. 

(c)  Over  15  years  of  age. 

The  number  over  15  years  of  age  on  the  31st  December, 
1945,  who  have  been  immunised  was  2,058,  in  addition  to 
whom  1,168  were  immunised  under  County  arrangements  in 
1936,  in  the  then  age-groups  11-14,  but  of  these  the  Local 
Authority  has  no  details.

Two 
other  cases  were  admitted  as  suspected  Cerebro-spinal  Fever, 
but  in  both  cases  the  diagnosis  was  negative. 

Dysentery. 

Three  cases  were  notihed,  all  of  a mild  Sonne  type.  One 
was  admitted  to  hospital  and  all  made  complete  recoveries. 

II. — Cancer. 

There  were  36  deaths  from  Cancer  during  1945—20  males 
and  16  females— giving  a Mortality  Rate  of  1.39  per  1,000  of 
population,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  1.95  for  the  country  as 
a whole.

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Housing. 

Four  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-five  inspections 
were  made  of  3,875  houses. 

As  a result  of  these  inspections  502  intimation  Notices 
were  served  in  respect  of  602  houses,  158  of  which  were  com- 
plied with  in  respect  of  231  houses. 

Eleven  Statutory  Notices  under  the  Public  Health  Acts 
were  served  in  respect  of  ii  houses. 

One  Statutory  Notice  was  complied  with  involving  one 
house. 

One  intimation  and  one  Statutory  Notice  were  served 
under  the  Housing  Acts. 

As  a result  of  Statutory  action,  two  houses  were  made  fit 
b}/  the  Local  Authority  in  default  of  the  owner. 

Action  continued  to  be  limited  to  the  remedy  of  the  grosser 
housing  defects  and  insanitary  conditions. 

Of  the  matters  specifically  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual 
Report,  (a)  North  Road  Re-development  Area — no  progress 
was  made  (6)  Walkmill  Colliery,  Moresby — the  six  cottages 
affected  by  mining  subsidence  were  vacated  and  closed  up  (c) 
Parton  Clearance  Orders  Nos.  1-17  (1936) — labour  and  petrol 
restrictions  prevented  clearance  of  the  sites,  and  (d)  Pica, 
Parish  of  Distington — no  progress  was  made  in  the  conversion 
of  the  privies  and  other  sanitary  improvements  to  these  90 
houses. 

As  has  already  been  reported,  there  are  large  numbers  of 
houses  in  the  district  which  are  let  that  cannot  be  made  in  all 
respects  fit  for  habitation  at  reasonable  expense,  that  the  bulk 
of  these  houses  cannot  be  spared  nor  can  they  be  replaced  by 
new  houses  for  many  years  to  come  and  that  the  houses  tend 
to  drift  out  of  occupation,  as  indeed  many  have,  when  the 
owner  reaches  monetary  exhaustion  leaving  the  occupiers  in 
insufferable  conditions. 

Having  regard  to  the  magnitude  of  the  task,  the  high 
costs,  and  the  slow  progress  being  made  in  providing  new 
houses,  it  would  appear  to  be  in  the  public  interest  that  a 
matter  so  intimately  concerning  the  lives  of  so  many  people 
should  receive  more  serious  consideration  by  Whitehall  and 
more  effective  machinery  devised  for  taking  action  in  default  of 
the  owner.  The  maintenance  of  these  houses  is  essentially  part 
of  the  housing  programme. 
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Rather  more  than  half  the  number  of  houses  in  the  rural 
district  were  enumerated  for  the  purposes  of  the  Rural  Housing 
Survey  and  provisionally  placed  in  categories. 

Progress  in  the  provision  of  houses  proceeded  in  a welter 
of  confusion  and  uncertainty  between  the  claims  of  agriculture, 
mineral  interests  and  the  inadequately  housed. 

Approval  was  received  to  site  preparation  works  for 
permanent  housing  at  Wath  Brow,  Cleator  Moor  (48  houses) 
and  Rydal  Street,  Frizington  (28  houses),  and  for  temporary 
housing  at  the  Result,  Frizington  (50  houses). 

Work  on  the  temporary  housing  commenced  on  the  6th 
November,  1945,  but  so  far  as  permanent  housing  was  con- 
cerned the  year  closed  without  a turf  being  turned  and  every- 
one’s enthusiasm  considerably  dulled. 

Overcrowding. 

No  effective  relief  of  overcrowding  was  found  possible.

During  the  year  329  advisory  visits  were  paid  to  dairy 
farms  and  in  consequence  of  informal  action  four  cowsheds 
were  renovated  and  nine  new  dairies  constructed.

Water  Supply. 

The  various  sources  of  water  supply  were  fully  detailed 
in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report,  1938. 

During  1945,  samples  of  water  taken  in  suppl}/  from  the 
sources — Meadley,  Cogra,  Hollow  Moor  and  Parton— were 
comprehensively  reported  upon  with  fairly  satisfactory  results, 
both  chemically  and  bacteriologically.  A sample  of  water 
from  the  Wormgill  intake  was  bacteriologically  examined  and 
reported  satisfactory. 

The  Cogra  water  is  filtered  and  given  chemical  treatment; 
the  Owsen  Fell  water  is  chemically  treated  including  chlorina- 
tion; the  Meadley  water  is  passed  through  a rapid  filter  but 
this  is  inadequate  and  the  result  is  unsatisfactory;  the  remain 
ing  supplies  are  not  filtered  or  treated  in  any  way. 
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The  Coldfell  supply — regarded  as  an  emergency  supply 
because  consistent!}/  reported  to  show  signs  of  surface  con- 
tamination— had  to  be  brought  into  use  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  because  of  the  heavy  demands  upon  the  Wormgill  supply, 
three  samples  of  the  Coldfell  water  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  bacteriological  examination — two  taken  at  the 
source  and  one  in  supply — were  reported  unsatisfactory  and 
works  have  been  undertaken  to  locate  and  eliminate  the 
contamination. 

The  quantity  of  wafer  from  Cogra,  Meadley  and  Hollow 
Moor  is  adequate;  from  Parton  and  Owsen  Fell  inadequate, 
though  this  can  be  augmented  in  certain  parts  of  fhe  suppty 
area  from  the  Whitehaven  and  Workington  Corporations’ 
mains;  Wormgill  is  inadequate  for  the  increased  area  of  supply 
without  additional  storage. 

The  Council  instructed  Messrs.  Rofe  and  Raffety,  West- 
minster, to  report  upon  the  desirability  of  construction  as 
impounding  reservoir  upon  the  Wormgill  source,  but  this 
proposal  as  well  as  their  review  of  water  supplies  throughout 
the  Rural  District  is  now  linked  up  with  the  proposal  prepared 
by  these  Engineers  for  the  Whitehaven  Corporation  to  give  a 
large  supply  of  water  for  industrial  purposes  from  Ennerdale 
Lake  to  a factor}/  to  be  sited  in  the  south-west  of  the  district, 
and  also  with  the  County  Council’s  proposals  for  forming  a 
Water  Board. 


The  Whitehaven  Corporation  give  a bulk  supply  to  the 
village  of  Parton  from  Ennerdale  Lake  and  tcT'houses  direct 
along  the  route  of  their  trunk  mains  as  follows : —

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  by  direct  labour  and 
disposal  in  disused  quarries  remained  unchanged. 


The  clearing  and  disposal  of  the  contents  of  privy  pails  to 
some  150  houses  situated  at  Pica  and  other  parts  of  the  district 
is  still  unsatisfactory;  the  obvious  remedy  being  the  substitution 
of  the  pail  closets  by  water  closets. 
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
